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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 61 recites a reaction vessel assembly comprising a plurality of reaction 
vessels having an inlet and outlet; a fluid handling system for providing simultaneous 
flow through the vessels; and a detector. The fluid handling system is comprised of an 
entrance control volume in fluid communication with the reactor inlets, a plurality of 
passive flow restrictors, each of which being arranged upstream of one of the plurality of 
vessels such that maintaining a pressure in the entrance control volume higher than the 
exit control volume results in flow through the vessels. The flow restrictors are also 
adapted such that resistance to fluid flow is greatest in the flow restrictors and the 
resistance through the flow restrictors is approximately the same so that fluid 
flow through the vessels is apportioned approximately equal between the 
vessels. Claim 62 defines the flow restrictor as a capillary tube, but does not limit the 
flow restrictors to an upstream location. Claim 63 does not limit the location of the flow 
restrictors to an upstream location and does not require that the flow restrictor be a 
capillary tube. The Examiner considers the Windhab reference as the closest prior art. 
Applicant has overcome the rejection of claims 62 and 63 under Windhab through 
submission of a Declaration submitted on 9/28/06. Claim 61 was deemed allowable in a 
previous Office Action.
